HIGH COURT OF JUSTICIARY. 

On Monday the Court met to receive the verdict of the ju- 
ry who sat on the trial of Wittiam Witson, accused of se- 
ducing three sailors from one’ of his Majes y's gun vessels, and 
engaging them on board his ship in the merchant service,— 
The jury found the libel proven, and the Court sentenced the 
pannel to two months imprisoument. 

After pronouncing sentence on \Mr Wilson, the Court pro- 
ceeded to the tyial ot Joun Anmour, clerk to Mess. Goddard 
and Co. merchants in Edinburgh, accused of assisting Jean 
Baptiste Vandevelde and feam + Jacques Jappic, two French 
prisoners of war, to escape from Edinburgh Castle on the roth 


of March last. 


The prisoner pled Nov ctitty.—No objections were made 

to the relevancy of the libel. . 
_ From the evidence it appeared, That the pannel*had bee 
in the habit of visiting the prisoners in the Castle, and pre 
vious to entering into Mr Goddard’s service had been exami- 
ned before the Magistrates on that account, and had been pro- 
hibited entesing the prison in the Castle. He was particularly 
acquainted with the two prisoners who escaped. Some time 
before the escape he gave a small sword to one Brevon, a 
French surgeon, to make a saw, and from the testimony of 
several witucsses it appeared the stauncheou was cut with a 
saw. 

After the escape, Armour was.examined, who said if search 
was made in the house of M. De Ville a French teacher; or 
in a Mr Paterson’s house in Leith, (in the latter house there 
was a place of concealment,) they would probably find them 
This was done, but without effect, and nothing more came out 
till the return of the cartel, when Armour was apprehended on 
a Secretary of State’s warfant, when he equittad several de- 
clarations which were proved by thé proper Mficers. 

For the pannel it was proved by Mr. Goddard that his cha- 
acter was good and conduct proper, except in this business, 
and two professional men said that a sword was an improper 
thing to make a saw ofa table knife was far better.. A mere 
ch#ut also proved his buying a sword-in August 1797. 

The Lory Avvocare for the Crown, and Mr Joun Creak 
charged the Jury in speeches af considerable length, and the 
Loxp Jusrice Crerx summed the whole ev.dence. About 
seven o'clock the jury were inclosed, and appointed to give in 
their verdict at ten o'clock, which they did, finding all in one 
voice the libel proven’, but on account ot the pannel’s youth, 

they humbly. recommended’ to the Court to be as lenient in 
their sentence as the nature of the offence would admit. 

‘The Court, after delivering their opinion, sentenced the pan- 
nel to four months-imprisonment, and afterwards to find secu- 
rity to the extent ef 200]. to keep the peace for two years.— 
They were principally induced to inflict this mild sentence on 
account of the jury’s recommendation, and also to afford the 
young man an opportunity of becoming a better subject. than 
it appedred he had been. hitherto, ;
